This Office Action is in response to applicants remarks filed on March 28, 2008. Claims 
4 and 7 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, 5 and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3, 5 and 6 
are allowable because prior art does not disclose alone or in combination with the limitations of 
the independent claims 1 such as "a metal layer portion provided on a layer that is above the 
substrate and under the active layer on a resonance cavity end face and in a vicinity 
thereof (claim 1). . . "forming a metal layer portion by melting a part of the semiconductor 
lamination portion, the part being above the substrate and under the active layer; and 
forming resonance cavity end faces by cleaving the semiconductor lamination portion at 
the metal layer portion" (claim 5).
